ithe gigantic Confederate war memo- 
rial on the side of Stone mountain, 
Georgia, replied today to the charge 
of Samuel H. Venable, of Atlanta, | 
that the work had developed into “the | 
most colossal failure in history.” 

Mr. Lukeman said that anything | 
coming from the sources represented 
Venable was “totally discred- 
ited.” He denied all of the charges 
in so far as they applied to himself 
or his work, and at the same time 
severely criticized everything which 
had been done at Stone mountain by 
his predecessor, Gutzon Borglum. Mr. 
Venable had compared the accom- 
plishments of the two sculptors to the 
disadvantage of Mr. Lukeman. 

Mr. Lukeman said that he always 
had endeavored to keep silent amid 
the bitter wrangles which have ac- 
companied the history of the Stone 
mountain memorial almost since the 
day it was first undertaken in 1916, 
but the Venable statement he said 
contained assertions before which he 
could not remain silent. 

Mr. Lukeman said that he had al- 
ready spoken with his lawyers in At- 
lanta over the telephone, with a view 
to instituting a 450,000 libel = suit 
against Mr. Venable. 

“Mr. Venable,” he said, “is an old 
man and he has acted in a mean and 
petty spirit throughout. This state- 
ment is only a last effort following 
upon the unanimous rejection by the 
directors of the association of his re- 
cent ‘peace offer’ in which he sought 
to have Mr. Borglum brought back on 
the work.

IN WAGE DISPUTE

Berlin, October 1.—(United News.) 
Cost of production and cost of living 
are the issues which will be contested 


in connection with the German trade 
union’s nation-wide campaign for in- 
creased wages. 

Starting today with a strike which 
may involve approximately 100,000 
workers, the battle which has been 
smouldering for weeks burst _ into 
flame, bringing to the front the de- 
mands of wage-earners and the count- 
er-claims of industrialists. 

The present strike—which is indi- 
cated to be a forerunner of a gen- 
eral “strike wave’ touching virtually 
every section of the nation—centers 
in Hamburg, where the shipyards are 
affected, and in the western section of 
Germany, where textile workers are 
aroused after a long controversy.

Insomnia in those who are not in 
ill health is most. frequently due to 
over-activity of the thinking ap- 
paratus—something in the past or 
future is of sufficient interest to keep 
the vietim thinkibg of it and stimu- 
lating him to stay awake. 

When I am troubled with sleepless- 
ness, I frequently practice counting 
backward slowly; beginning at 99 and 
seeing myself paint the figures in 
large outlines on a blackboard. This 
divides my attention so that it is 
not -so concentrated on the subject 
that interests. me.and finally eradi- 
cates it. Others find that repeating 
remembered verses or reading some 
fairly dull book will have ‘the same 
effect. Some are grently stimulated 
by tea, coffee (or nicotine, and these 
may have to omitted, especially 
after noon. 

Naturally, you must be -comfort- 
able physically—nat too warm or too 
cold—and a -hot..water bag to the 
feet if they are cold—and_ relaxed.

Pivoting, the matter of what to 
do with the hips and shoulders in 
order to get one’s weight into the 
downswing, worries the average 
solfer more than anything else. I 
have talked with dozens of stars 
who average well over 250 yards. 
They have similar. ideas concern- 
ing this complex. 

No better example of correct 
body action is to be had than 
Johnny Farrell's. As noted the 
other day Johnny does not believe 
in shifting the weight so much to 
the right leg at the top. His hip 
turn and backswings are made 
within the space his body occu- 
pied at stance. Johnny turns his 
hips not over a third of the way 
around, But at the top, in order 
to make sure his weight will get 
into the drive, his shoulders can- 
tinue on around until they are 
on a line pointing toward the 
ball. 

Note how, in the second sketch, 
after Farrell has pulled the club 
down with his left, his hips and 
shoulders begin to slide forward 
toward the flag as the shoulders 
get in the same plane with them. 
Jolinny slides his whole body for- 
ward, a hip slide that gets his 
weight into the stroke at contact. 
Tomorrow—more: about Farrell's 
downswing.
